like $50,000,000 or more a year, and 
the statem ent is made th at it is 
a 
“constructive” program which 
will 
tend to correct bad economic condi­ 


tions. 
The president of Bethlehem, 
Mr. 
Eugene G. Grace, is quoted as 
fol­ 
low’s: 
“I consider the action of the 
United States Steel Corporation 
in 
readjusting downward wage rates,

constructive move,

Bethlehem

try, ju st as Messrs. Sloan and Grace 
are of the opinion that a reduction of 
wages and salaries will tend to the 


same result 


I t is wonderful how these 
g reat 
leaders in the business world arrive 
at the same conclusions from differ­ 
ent process of reasoning and based 
on different premises. 


T h at increases in freight rates and 
decreases in wages will both 
have 
the same effect in stabilizing busi­ 
ness, is som ething that requires more 
than the two statem ents referred 
to 
be convincing. 
The farm ers and others who would 
have to 
pay 
the 
increased freight 
rates would not from their 
stand­ 
point agree to Mr. W illard’s ideas, 
or would those who suffered 
wage 
cuts be ap t to 
become 
enthusiastic 
over those assigned by the steel cor­ 
poration. 
It would be very difficult for any 
one, w hether farm er, or wage earn­ 
er, or only one oi the g reat number 
of citizens outside these classes, 
to 
understand how with 
buying power 
thus decreased it would help in 
the 
restoration of prosperity. 


It m ay be th a t general salary and 
w age reduction will come about 
as 
an economic necessity, but it is hard 
to figure oat how freight increases 
would for the same reason be ju sti­ 
fied. 
The public will be the sufferer 
in both eventualities. 


W ith reduction 
in wages, 
sharp 
declines m ight 
he expected 
in the 
price of automobiles, and 
all 
steel 
products, but so many things depend 
upon whose ox is gored, and we shall 
w ait and see. 
The natural inquiry is w hat

Mr. Hoover now think and what, if 
anything, will he say, of the meeting

ment! 
Probably the president will let the 
m atter take its course just as he did 
when in answer to his promise to put

The Weather Bureau 
library, 
which 
is 
the largest meteorological 
collection in the world, has a big book 
on the weather by Albertus Magnus, 
printed in 1404, and a facsimile of a 
w eather journal kept by the 
Kev. 
William Merle, of England, who re­ 
corded the weather day by day from 
1337 to 1344. 
The first weather rec­ 
ords in America, so far as 
known, 
were kept by the Rev, Johann Cam- 
panius. who recorded 
the 
weather 
each day hr th e colony of New Swed­ 
en near the present site of Wilming­ 
ton, Del., for the 
years 
1614 
and 
1616. 


The cut in salaries and wages

the United States Steel and Bethle­

"I consider the action of the 
United States Steel Corporation 
in 
readjusting downward wage rates,

constructive move,

Bethlehem 
will make a similar adjustment, ef­ 


fective October 1”. 
Mr. Alfred P. Sloan, president 
Genera] Motors, is credited with 
somewhat similar statement. 
It is stated that 
the 
officials of 
these organizations 
think 
th at 
in 
view of the general depression both 
at home and abroad, and the decreas­ 
ed earnings of the corporations nam ­ 
ed, that they perhaps waited too long 
before taking the drastic steps they 
have. 
I noticed a statement from Presi­ 
dent Daniel Willard, of the 
B alti­ 
more & Ohio Railroad, to the effect 
, that he hoped no 
wage 
reductions 
would be necessary by the transpor 
tation lines, but intimating th at these 
might have to be resorted to unless 
the freight rate increase asked 
for 
was granted. 
Mr. Willard thinks that increased 
rates would tend to stabilize indus­ 
try, just as Messrs. Sloan and Grace 
are of the opinion that a reduction of 
wages and salaries will tend to the 
same result.
